LONDON, July 31.—The dreaded Brit- 
ish coal strike will not start at midnight 
tonight. The industrial catastrophe has 
been ceftainly postponed and possibly 
averted. All’ Britain breathed words 
of thanksgiving this afternoon when the 
spectre of the cataclysm threatening to 
eclipse everything of its kind in British 
history suddenly vanished—for the time 
being, anyway. 

The gloom which has hung over Eng- 
land for days was dispelled when the 
official announcement was made at 4 
o’clock that owners of the coal mines 
would withdraw for a fortnight the 
notices posted by them at the pitheads 
last week while new negotiations with 
the Government and miners are under 
way. These notices, it will be remem- 
bered, informed the miners that new 
conditions of wages and working hours 
would become effective on Aug. 1. The 
miners’ leaders promptly retafated with 
‘an ultimatum that miners would quit 
work at midnight tonight unless the 
notices were withdrawn. Coupled with 
this threat, the big transport. workers’

Subvention Will Kéep. Up Wages. 

The magic remedy applied by the Gov- 
ernment-..was the promise of financial 
assistance to the mine owners in ofder 
to cover théir losses until next Spring.

made up by the Exchequer.

trict in which the subvention is payable 
would exceed 1 shilling 3—pence.a ton 
the excess will be used in reduction of 
the amount of the! subvention.

While the family were being seated Dr. 
Sizoo advanced to the pulpit, and the 
two Spanish War veterans, who had 
been standing guard over the coffin, 
withdrew to vacant seats, while Kelso 
Rice, advanced to the head of the bier. 
There he stood erect in full police uni- 
foryn throughout the ceremony, removing 
his-cap only when praéycr was offered. 
Former Governor Bryan wore his black 
skull cap during the service. 

The only military touch to, the church 
service was the presence of two officers, 
in uniform, one of the afmy, the other 
of the navy, who sat in the Lincoln pew, 
which was used by the Great Emanci- 
pator when he attended the church dur-

The congrégation continued standing

D. B. Traxler Says It Was Over |p 


a Note to Germany—wW. J. 
Dwyer Blames One to Austria. 


BOTH QUOTE COMMONER 


In Addition, Difference With Wilson 
on Jobs Is Suggested by Wash- 
— ington’ Observers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Still new 
versions of why William Jennings Bryan 
resigned as Wilson’s Secretary of State 
in 1915 are coming to light, two obtained 
today asserting opposite reasons. 

D. B, Traxler of Greenville, 8. 'C., is 
quoted in The Columbia Record as stat- 
ing that Mr. Bryan told him unequivo- 
cally that he left the Cabinet because, 
while he deferred to President Wilson 
in thé reply to the first submarine note 
from Germany, he could not subscribe 
to a sharp answer drawn up by the 
President in response to the second note 
from Germany. 

W. J. Dwyer of Washington, in a 
letter to The Evening Star, declares Mr. 
Bryan did not resign because of the 
German note, but because Mr, Wilson 
redrafted in a ‘warlike tone’ a protest 
to Austria on the sinking of an Ameri- 
can vessel. When Mr. Bryan déelined 
to sign this note and offered his resig- 
nation, President Wilson sent Mr. and 
Mrs. McAdoo and Secretary Tumult 
to .see Mr. Bryan, but without avail, 
Mr. Dwyer asserts, 

Also there is a new theory here, backed 
by sequential d&tes, as to why Mr. 
Bryan quit. It was advanced today by 
men who were then in touch with the 
Situation. This was that Mr. Bryan 
learned of..a determined position taken 
by President Wilson in a personal in- 
terview with Count von. Bernstorff, and 
that Mr. Bryan saw ‘going over the 
State Department cable a résumé of this 
interview the Count was permitted to 
send his Government. No dqubt Mr. 
Bryan thought that Preaident Wilson 
was resolved to break th Germany 
and decided to. resfgn. 

In the Greenville dispatch to The 
Columbia. Record it is stated that when 
Mr. Bryan spoke in that city soon after 
his resignation a man the crowd 
asked him why he had. quit. ; 
\ “With a short but indirect answer 
Bryan made reply to the questioner and 
the address continued without interrup- 
tion,” the dispatch says. 

But ubon returning to the home of 
Mr. Traxler, Mr. Bryan said:

Version Recalled by Dwyer. 


“The facts are these, as related to me 
by Mr. Bryan: 

“Because of the sinking of an Ameri- 
can vessel by Austria, as Secretary of 
State he was compelled to take cogni- 
zance of it, and wrote a peaceful note 
of protest to Ambassador Dumba. Wherr 
it was submitted to President Wilson he 
insisted that a warlike note be sent, and 
he made certain interlineations in it 
which Bryan refused to sign, and ten- 
dered his resignation. 

“Since Wilson was a candidate for re- 
nomination, and not knowing what ef- 
fect Bryan’s resignation would have, he 
sent Secretary McAdoo, his wife (Wil- 
son’s daughter) and Tumulty to'see Bry- 
anh and urge him to withdraw his resig- 
nation, stating that-he had _ sent the 
original peace note which Bryan had 
signed. was with Bryan at his home 
on Clifton Street at the time. He abso- 
lutely refused to withdraw his resigna- 
tion, and left those mentioned standing 
at the foot of the stairway and he went 
upstairs, closing the incident. 

“It might be added that theré were 
other reasons why Bryan resigned, but 
that he did not feel justified in leaving 
the Cabinet because of them. These 
reasons related to Federal patronage. 
The Administration had promised to ap- 
point certain friends of Bryan to politi- 
cal office. When Wilson decided to 
seek a renomination he turned down all 
of Bryan’s recomiméndations and built 
up a political machine of Federal office- 
holders of his own choosing to make his 
renomination certain.

The Wilson-Bernstorff interview was 
held on June 2, and on the following 
Friday there was a Cabinet meeting, 
at which the second Lusitania note was 
discussed. June 6 Mr. Bryan resigned.

Some years ago—it seems only like 
yesterday—Mr. Bryan delivered a lec- 
ture to a group of some 500 students 
in a mid-Western college, His theme 
was “The Value of an Ideal.’’ He 
spoke with that amazing clarity which 
so characterized all his addresses, not 
only of the place of an ideal in life, 
but also of the varidus ideals which 
m2 may hold, and then that highest 
of all idealse—Christian service. 

How profoundly he moved that group 
of young men |Mr. Bryan never knew. 
There Wag one student in that audi- 
ence for whom it changed the whole 
program of his life. This student was 
a freshman at college that year, with 
the plan of preparing. for some pro- 
fessional‘career. The plea for Chris- 


of faith, never left him, and following 
that urge he later éntered the Chris- 
tian ministry.. : 

I was that student. ‘Thé stirring ‘ 
plea marked the beginning of a whole 
new attitude to life and I bring my 
testimony. to the memory of a man 
who never knew how greatly he had 
changed that life. Surely it is unique 
that as he les here dead among us, 
I should bear my witness to his influ- 
ence in this most solemn hour. 


World's Need of Man of Faith. 


How strange are the ways of God, 
, and how othérwisé from our desires. 
Had it been given to us to control 'the 
affairs of life, how different would it 
have been! Earth can ill spare such 
noble souls. His ability was so strik- 
ing; his sincerity was so genuine; his - 
personality was so winsome, and his 
faith so serene, that we had hoped to 
have him longer with us. We seem to 
need him so.» But God willed other- 
wise; and until the daybreak when 
shadows flee away, we  reverently 
kneel in submission to play: ‘‘Father, 
Thy will be done.” 

The end game guickly. He did not 
suffer; he Aid not know pain. A merci- 
ful Providence guarded over that. hour. 
Serenely and in the homé of a friend, 
he made his last great venture of faith 
on the first-day—of the week which, 
r to the Christian, is the unforgettable 
symbol of the resurrection. + 

To this broken family circle, whose 
days have so suddenly and sadly 
turned to sorrow and loneliness, the 
sympathy and prayers of the nation 
go out. We commend them to the 
Good Shepherd who keepeth watch 
over His own. We cannot trace the 
way where the Almighty One doth 
move; but we can always say that 
God is love, He is too great to fail 
us now and He is too good to let us 
drift alone, 

You sorrow not alone. Somehow 
you must be sustained by the in- 
numerable prayers of the people of 
the land who are kneeling today at 
the hearthstone of your broken home. 
When the golden bowl is broken and 
the silver cord is loosed, we pause, we 
wonder, we weep; but God doeth all 
things well and you may abide in the 
promise that underneath and round-. 
about you are His everlasting arms. 

We talk about unfulfilled dreams and 
incomplete lives and broken: circles; 
but with God there is no unfinished 
life and there are no broken circles. 
Jesus—dead at 33—cried out éexultantly 

rom the Cross: ‘‘It is finished.’’ So 

every life that follows God's will. 

When is a life finished? you ask. 
When. the seeds of its influence have 
dropped into the lives of others, ‘en- 
— them. A. life is finished“when 
other lives are lit up by it and walk 
in its strength. A life is finished when 
those- around it have caught the splea- 
dor: of its -power and live happier, 
nobler and truer. : 

If that is true, then this great heart 
lived ‘a finished life.. The heritage of ; 
that life it may take long to measure. 
Multitudes have caught the splehdor 
of it and lived by its guiding light. 


Record of Unsullied Public Life. 


It is to rehearse this splendor that 
‘we have come today. Praise or blame 
do not affect him now. They never 
disturbed his conviciKtxrzs. Hé was far 
above all that on earth and he is far 


beyond all that now. Nothing we say 
or do can in any way add or detract 
from him. It is for us to see again 
the glory of that life and heed its 
heritage. 

There was a threefold splendor about 
this noble man which will ever chal- 
lenge those who have lived in his day 
aad who are to carry on in the days 
to come. 

One: He had a capacity for noble 
living. He was a man with an up- 
turned face and an upward life. His 
life was an open. book beyond all re- 
proach. His character was unsullied 
to the very end. 

You’can turn the searching light of 
@ critical publicity on any page of his 
past through all manner of personal 
and political fortunes of later life and 
ng ‘one page is smutted or soiled or 
stained. There was no shadow of self- 
seeking or gain in him.

It was because of this unsullied life 
that he held the confidence and the 
affection of the nation for more than 
thirty years. one hears it 
said that men in public life and lead- 
ership are inspired by sinister mo- 
tives of self-gain or for ulterior am- 
bitions -of self-aggrandizement, that 

every one who as- 
pires to serve his country. Then God 
gives us a man like this to give that 
Philosophy the lie, a man ‘‘whom the 
lust of office could not buy and whom 
the spoils of office could not kill.’’ 

His upstanding integrity, his high 
sense of honor, his devotion to duty, 
his sense of gratitude; his remem- 
brance of the humblest, his freedom 
from all cant, make his life today an 
inspiration and a challenge to ali the 
nation, Like so many great, hearts of 
earth, and like his Master, he. met 
hate without bitterness, defeat with- 
oot, vengeance, fgg ne with for- 

ving and misunderstandin, 
with charity. . 

Oh, all you who mourn and are left 
stranded upon the shores of time, 
what @ comfort-and what a heritage is 
yours. Death takes many:things from 
us. Truly, it is the great destroyer. 
But one thing, thank God, death can \ 
never take away from you, and that 
is the imperishable memory of his fine 
manliness, courage and humble sin- 
cerity. He did not live in vain. Thous- 
ands are made better because he 
passed this way. 


Unfaltering Faith in God. 

Two: He had a deep capacity . for 
love. He was a great friend and 
never played fast and: lose with 
Some men are not big 
enough to have friends because they 
are not big enough to be friends; but 
not so with him.

His love was genuine’ with rich and 
poor alike; it knew no order, ‘breed 
or birth. Differing from men who 
held contrary convictions, he still 
held them within the grasp of life- 
long affections.

NICARAGUAN POLICE 
STOP MISSION ATTACK 


Government Takes Hand in Anti- 
Protestant Demonstration 
at Granada.

A second demonstration against Amer- 
ican missionaries at Granada, Nicara- 
gua, is described in a dispatch from 
Managua, the Nicaraguan capital, ac- 
cording to The Associated Press. 

A church belonging to the Central 
American Mission was surrounded by a 
mob on Monday night, The Associated 
Press reports, but was saved from dam- 
age by the police. Eleven arrests were 
made. 

Several days ago, according to a re- 
port from .Managua,. President..-Selor- 
zano sent a commission and fifty sol- 
diers to Granada to settle difficulties 
between the American’ missionaries and 
the Catholic authorities. 

The Central American Mission is a 
Protestant institution and is said to ob- 
tain its support largely from the Board 
of Foreign Missions of the Southern 
Baptist Convention .of Richmond, Va. 
It began its activities about four years 
ago, but only recently established head- 
quarters at Granada-in spite of the op- 
position of the Bishop of Granada. Since 
‘that time there has been a series of dis- 
orders. 

At the Consulate General of Nicara- 
gua here yesterday it was said that the 
Government had taken ample _precau- 
ee to protect the American mission- 
aries. 

“The trouble comes,’’ said Tijirino 
Toribio, Nicaraguan Consul General 
“ffom Protestant foreigners trying to 
go into a.Catholic country and win con- 
verts. It is generally felt in Nicaragua 
that if they are so anxious to win con- 
verts from Catholicism they might bet- 
ter remain at home and convert’ the 
Catholics in the United States.” 


NEW YORKERS IMPRISONED.

‘SPINSTER SISTERS 


Louis Labombarde Says He and 
Chore Boy Beat the Misses 
Gillis to Death in Hudson, N. H. 


WANTED. ‘THEIR “PROPERTY 


15-Year-Old Charles Lefebvre Is 
-Also Held, Accused as Instigator . 
of the Crime. 


NASHUA, N. H., July 31. (4).—The 
story of how two aged sisters were 
battered to death with stovewood sticks 
in order that their slayers, one a boy of 
15, might share their little estate, was 
told today by Louis Labombarde of 
Merrimack, in. ‘the cottage in Hudso, 
where the -bodies. of Helen and Geor- 
gianna Gillis were found a week ago. 

Labombarde, who had: been under 
questioning since yesterday in connection 
with the murders, broke down a'ad ad- 
mitted that he-and his young. brother- 
in-law, Chafles»Lefebvre, who was em- 
ployed as a chore boy" by the Gillis 
sisters, were responsible for the crime. 

Labombarde was brought to Nashua 
immediately and locked up on the formal 
charge of murder. Young Lefebvre, who 
had been: questioned repeatedly since the 
murders ~were discovered, also was 
arrested and brought here, As late as 
midday today State and®county officials 
had admitted they were without a defi- 
nite:clue in the case. : 

After some —— of questicaing on 
the scene of crime, witnesses re- 
ported, ————— dropped to his keens 
and exclaimed: ‘“We killed them.’’ He 
then enacted the scenes of last Wednes- 
day, when the jaged ,sisters met their 
deaths, 

According to the story told by Labom- 
barde, Charles Lefebvre told him that 
the Gillis sisters * fond of him-and 
had promised to will him their home 
and their money when they died. Lefeb- 
vre suggested that he and Labombarde 
kill the old women and divide the 
money, the confession continued, and 
Labomharde agreed. On ‘Wednesday 
afternoon they went to the Gillis home 
to mow the lawn. 

“‘Charlie went to the back of the 
house where there was a woodpile and 
took an armful of sticks,’’ Labombardc 
said. ‘‘Each of us took one of. the 
sticks. I went into the paztry where 
Helen Gillis was and raised my arm 
with the stick in my hand. I did not 
mean to hit her, but I did. It was not 
a heavy blow, but she crumbled up in 
the corner. I went back to the kitchen 
and saw Charlie beating Georgianna 
Gillis, who had been stooping down. to 
put on her rubbers. He struck her over 
the head several times.’ She staggered 
into the other room and fell on a 
couch.’”’ 

Labombarde said the two went to the 
kitchen and Lefebvre took a black 
pocketbook from the pantry. They. 
agreed‘to leave the house by different 
routes and to meet at a plade’ WéAlly 
known as Camel’s Hump, half a .nfile 
away. Labombarde said that as he 
went out he threw his stick into the 
woodpile. Lefebvre went down’ the 
State Road ‘and they met as agreed. 
Lefebvre had tied a nightgown about 
his stick and hidden the two under his 
clothing. At the Camel’s Hump this 
evidence was destroyed.

Coincidence of Severe Shocks. 


“The coincidence ot the earthquakes 
at New Madrid and Caracas will be 
inevitably called: to mind by those who 
read, in the same column which held 
the report from the Southwest, the ac- 
count of the Cerignola earthquake, with 
‘a thousand houses damaged, in Italy. 

“The effects of the New Madrid 
,earthquake of 1811 are. well attested by 
eye witnesses, and consideration of these 
effects is of importance in any consider- 
ation of the oil problem: and earthquake 
hazard. A considerable bibliography on 
this. subject is available. The tremors 
of the spasm of 1811 continued for a. 
considerable period of years. In one 
shock the earth was in constant motion 
for an hour. ‘Visibly waving as a sea.’ 


“The waves of the earth at their high- 
est point burst, throwing up large vol- 
umes of sand, water, and in some cases 
shale, and producing large quantities of 
fissures of great depth. The record of 
the fissures formed is interesting to 


those who have’ seen the ‘pictures, now 
in the files of the foundation, of the 


fissures found in Québec following the 
earthquake of Feb. 28, 1925, and in 
Santa Barbara, following the shock of 
June 29, or who have read of the fis- 
sures formed in New England and Can- 
ada by earthquake in the eighteen 
century. : 
“Some of the fissures’ caused by the 
New Madrid earthquake had a depth of 
twenty-eight feet. The most notable 
effect of the earthquake was the forma- 
tion of Reel Foot Lake in Tennessee—a 
lake seventy-eight miles long and three 
to twenty miles wide, in some places 
fifty to a hundred feet deep. Lofty 
forest trees sank with the lake, and for 
decades afterward were to be seen with 
dead branches and almost entirely cov- 
ered with water... This fact of lake for- 
mation lends special interest to the for-

“The New Madrid earthquake was one 
‘of three serious earthquakes which this 
region has felt in a little more than @ 
century. . The area suffered markedly 
on Oct. 7. 1857, and on Oct. 31, 1895. 


The upper part of the area was touched 


by the earthquake of April 9, 1917. 

“The possibility of serious earthquake 
shock, especially as affecting oil distri- 
bution systems in this whole zone, there- 
fore, is one which demands careful 
thought from the viewpoint of earth- 
quake history. ; 

“Third, as regards the oil supply prob- 
lem and earthquake hazard, with the 
spread of earthquake hazard this year 
into these four States, with tremors com- 
ing down almost to the Gulf of Mexico, 
we find the last link formed in the chain 
of.e quake terrain, which started on 
the upper St. Lawrence, spread down 
through the Province of Quebec, came 
into Maine, came down by another step 
to Bridgewater and Scituate, Mass., 
came down to Norfolk, Va., then the 
territory below Pittsburgh. end has at 
last come almost to the Gulf of Mexico.

In this latter 
relationship this spread of earthquake 
hazard — of primary importance 
to every city dweller in the eastern part 
of the United States. 

“Through the shaded areas on the map, 
which show the places where men have 
felt earthquake shock in the past thir- 
teen. months, run the lines showing the 


‘the fields*to the cities. 


great pipe lines that carry the oil from 
In that area 
are oil reservoirs, oil pumping stations 
and. the -whole complicated apparatus,by 
which the basic necessity of oil flows to 
our doors, : 

“The fact that that great machinery 
of oil. distribution is now almost en- 
tirely involved in the earthquake hazard 
adds greatly to earthquake menace in 
the -cities.. Only the pipe line to. the 
Gulf and the pipe line from Wyoming 
to Missouri are outside this area. 


-Oil Machinery Easily Damaged. 


“The oil machinery of distribution, 
moreover, is largely susceptible to earth- 
quake shocks.’ Machines of various 
types used are so finély adjusted that a 
moderately severe snock will throw them 
out of alignnient.. Pipe lines are as 
susceptible as water mains to destruc- 
tion. The history of past earthquakes 
has shown that storage reservoirs, in 
which liquid like oil can be swayed 
from side to side, are peculiarly liable 
to injury. w the oil distributing 
system out of gear by a shock which 
disturbs its every part and the fuel 
which feeds the automobile, the gas 
burner and the oil heater is no longer 
provided, and the oil by which the ma- 
chines of the city are lubricated ceases 
to flow. i 

“Consider for a moment thi 
vice of oil and its relationship to the 
earthquake hazard. Think back and see 
how necessary oil is to a great part of 
the acts of every orie’s daily life. Then 
think of what happens when into the 
distributing system which provides us 
with oil comes a controlling force— 
earthquake. That controlling force has 
the power to break down every part:of 
the distributing system if men do not 


t ser- 


build up protection against its destruc- 
tive force. 

“There .is a way, and only one way, 
to build up protection against the de- 
structive force of earthquake, to secure 
protection to men. and to insure the 
continual delivery of oil and other neces- 
sary services of the city. When a con- 
trolling. factor like earthquakes comes 
into the city’s services there is no other 
way of meeting the situation save 
through the organization of scientific 
knowledge. 

“Briefly, what such organization of 
scientific knowledge means, in oil ser- 
vice, is this: The terrain through which 
the oil distributing service runs must be 
studied throughout from the viewpoint 
of earthquake hazard. The physics un- 
derlying all the structure of distribution 
must be studied from the viewpoint of 
earthquake hazard. The problems of fire 
coming Trem oil must be ‘studied from 
the viewpoint of emergency’ of earth- 
quake hazard. And the men who carry 


on that service must’ be taught by or- 


ganized teaching the conditions of earth- 
quake-hazard under which their work is 
to. be carried on. 

“Every effective act ‘of protection 
aghinst earthquake shock depends upon 
prior development of scientific knowledge 
of the means of protection. For serious 
earthquake hazard, when it -comes, 
brings destruction in its path to all ex- 
cept those who are willing to learn. The 
man who thinks to control ‘earthquake 
without knowledge is destroyed with the 
same surety that the man who is not 
willing to learn how to sail his boat is 


destroyed if he is out in a heavy storm 


at sea. 

“The only safety for the community as 
a whole in such a period of hazard as 
this is the fact that in both the United 
States and Canada there are men who 
are willing to learn and, having learned, 
can act wisely on a basis of knowledge.”

Recommendations for Strong 
Action Are Expected From 
the Marshal at Paris. 


ANOTHER POST IS. LOST 


Small French Garrison Fights Des- 
perately to Escape From Ring 
of Enemies.

PARIS, July 31.—Marshal Petain land- 
ed at Marseilles this morning in com; 
parative secrecy, for only a few officials 
had heard he was due there. Mme. 
Petain and General Mangin, commander 


of the Fifteenth Army Corps region, 
greeted him at the wharf. The Marshal 
was dressed in mufti, with his face 
bronzed by the African sun. 

Despite the smile of tne Marshal, it 
is believed his mission to Paris is in 
dead earnest. Reports from time to 
time indicate there have been insuffi- 
cient reinforcements. But as Marshal 
Petain would not tell anything, and as 
the Government is anxiously awaiting 
his report, which he evidently wishes to 
make as strong as possi by delivering 
it personally instead of{ffat the end of 
a long cable, it may be ‘he-has returned 
to seek greater forces for Morocco than 
contemplated by the Government. ‘ 

The Quai d’Orsay issued a fresh denial 
that there were any Abd-el-Krim’ peace 
terms. This daily denial is necessary 
because of many recent reports pur- 
porting to announce peace offers from 
the Riff and giving a digest of them. 
Repeated denials. appear to have dis- 
concerted the ultrapacifist group in 
Paris while the Nationalists dre only 
more insistent that France should fight 
this war and not seek to patch up the 
affair in a manner which, in their 
minds, would make Abd-el-Krim the 
prophet for the entire Moslem and Asi- 
atic world and leave Morocco ripe for 
further trouble on a larger scale. 

The Lafayette Squadron, which is due 
to leave for Morocco on Monday, weath- 
er permitting, will be honored as. pas- 
sengers of a crack French squadron 
composed of selected pilots commanded 
by Major Happe, a noted ace.

At Ain Bou Aissa, however, it is yet 
unknown how many of the garrison per- 
ished. Fifteen men arrived at Teroual 
today, but the fate of the wounded Lieu- 
tenant who was in command and forty- 
five men is still unknown, and airmen 
are looking for them among the rocky 
crags in the shadeless Moroccan moun- 

ns. 

Baffling obscurity continues to shroud 
the last hours of the gallant defense. 
Even men who have returned from this 
hell—haggard and with shattered nerves 
—tannot tell the hour when it was 
blown up nor where their comrades are. 
Aviators returning after flying’ over it 
early this morning say the walls are 
still standing but the roof is gone. 
They thought they saw a handful of 
French troops in a trench 800 yards 
away. 

This occasioned a belief the garrison 
blew up the post before the- Riffians 
ended the tunnel they were building to 
mine it, and took refuge in trenches in 
order to await. assistance which they 
knew would come, but not when. The 
Riffians fired on the airplanes which 


were swooping low and sought to riddle}. 


them with machine guns. 

While fifteen men stragglied back to 
Teroual through the lines of the enemy, 
Freydenburg’s column was marching to 
relieve the outpost—fighting against the 
hidden-enemy, against heat and against 
the sand-filled air eddyijng under a 
scorching sirocco wind blown from the 
deserts far to the south. The column 
had ‘only four miles to go, but it seemed 
like 400. Two hundred feet.in front 
of the advancing skirmishers a French 
plane crashed into the rocks, where it 
was entirely at the mercy of the enemy. 
Another pilot returning safely told me 
the plane immediately was surrounded, 
although he did not know whether by 
the French or Riffians, but he believed 
the latter.

Freydenburg’s column hoped to reach 
Ain Bou Aissa while the defenders still 
held it, but when they started on the 
trek before dawn they learned it had 
been blown up. They-.persevered in the 
march, hoping against hope they might 
rescue the ‘wounded Lieutenant, who 
commanded the post from a litter and 
directed the fire of the French artillery, 
six miles to the south, by flashing a 
mirror while unable to walk. Forty air- 
planes. accompanied the advance, and 
all available artillery poured barrages 
onto. the crests where the enemy was 
lurking ‘but unseen, Later in the day 
airplanes had to be used to fight. the 
enemy,\ who were filtering closer and 
closer to Ouezzan, ten miles west of 
Aissa, but the column kept up a slow, 
painful advance. F

SAYS JAPAN DEPENDS. 
ON ITS FOREIGN TRADE 


Business With America Too Good 
to Dream of War, Columbia 
. Lectarer Avers. 


Tadao Wikawa, acting financial com- 
Lmissioner for Japan, in the last of five 
lectures at Columbia University on 
Japan’s economic and social problems, 
sald yesterday that Japan_was in a 
transitory stage of development from an 
agricultural to an industrial country and 
that her future welfare would dépend 
entirely ‘on her industry and foreign 
trade. 

“In Japan’s foreign trade,’’ he said, 
“the United States leads all other na- 
tions,” It took in 1924, for instance, 
more than 40 per cent. of her total ex- 
ports and furnished 27 per cent. of her 
tmports. For this commercial reason 
only it would be foolish for her to 
dream of war with the nation that is her 
best business asset.’’ ' 

He also discussed the statement of Dr. 
Leith Wednesday at Williamstown that 
Japan is removed as a war threat be- 
cause of her lack of steel. 

**Bven if Japan did have an abundant 
supply of steel,’’ he said, “she would 
never be a war menace, for she is far 
advanced in her humanitarian ideals as 
evidenced by her ardent stipport of the 
League of Nations, the World Court 
and the Washington Conference. It is 
not_because Japan can not fight, but 
because she will not fight, as she is de- 
voted to her ideal of permanent peace 
amang the nations of the world.’’

by the United States Bureau of Mines. 
A new high record was also reported in 
the amount of crude’ pil run to &tills- 
Stocks of gasoline in storage dropped 
22,000,000 gallons during the month and 
were equal to fifty-five days’ supply at 
the rate of consumption —— on 
June 30. 

According to the Bureau of Mines, 
994,000,000 gallons of gasoline were pro- 
duced in June, a gain of 6 per cent. 


compared with May. Domestic consump- [ 


tion amounted ‘to 868,000,000 gallons, a 
gain of 7 per cent. compared with May. 
Surplus stocks of gasoline on June 30 
aggregated 1,695,000,000 gallons, a reduc- 
tion of 22,000,000 gallons compared with 
May 31. The equivalent of fifty-five 
days’ supply at the June rate of con- 
sumption may be compared with sixty- 
one days’ supply May.31. 

It was reported that the produc- 
tion of crudé oil amounted to 66,675,000 
barrels during Jine, a new high record 
for all time, and a daily average cf 
2,223,000 barrels. Hast of the Rockies, 


oil were reduced by 1,350,000 barrels, 
while west of the Rockies there was an 
increase of 2,070,000 barrels in stocks. 
In the Middle West, exclusive of Lou- 
isiana and Arkansas, the bureau report- 
ed a reduction of about 6,000,000 barrels 
in the stocks of crude oil, chiefly in the 
area where most of the light grade crude 
is produced.

Dickerman, a former Robin, was effec- 
tive until the eighth inning. Only five 
hits were made off Leo in the first 


seven frames, but. after that he weak- 
ened, and the Robins scored seven runs 
in the ‘last two sessions, making two 
inthe eighth and five’in the ninth, It 
was the first time a right-handed pitcher 
has started a game against the Flatbush 
team since July 15. 

Although Vance retired the side. on 
strikes in the ‘first inning do not by ‘any 
means imagine that the. Cardinals did 
not have a chance to score. Dazzy 
started by passing Jack Smith, who stole 
second as Tpporcer fanned.

EVICTED GERMANS AND POLES. 
The melancholy plight. of German 
families evicted from their farms in 
Poland, and of Polish: miners deported 
from the Ruhr, is symptomatic of the 
tension on her eastern border. which 
Germany hopes to lessen through mem- 
bership in the League of Nations. That 
Poland acted within her rights, as de- 
fined ‘hy The Hague Court of Arbi- 
tration, Germany does not question, 
but she protests warmly against: the 
suddenness: and” violence of the -evic- 
tion. Poland retorts that she gave 
due notice long ago and that an or- 
derly, exodus was. prevented. by. Ger- 
man -consular agents who lulled their 
nationals in Poland into a false se- 
curity. The implication is that the 
German authorities wished to keep the 
peasants on. what is now Polish terri- 
tory with 4 view to a°“* rectification ” 
of the .frontier.. There is some, evi- 
dence of such an animus in the- Ger- 
man retaliation. Even more sudden- 
ly, some 12,000. Polish families are 
being shunted from the Ruhr to the 
Silesian mining region, already in the 
grip. of a crisis of ‘unemployment. 
Poles and Germans together, the num- 
ber of unfortunates is estimated’ at 
50,000.

The closing price of ‘‘September wheat’ 
was nearly 17 cents below July, where- 
as on the last day of July, 1924, the 
difference was less than 3 cents a bushel, 
Nevertheless, even on Autumn contracts 
yesterday's price was 16 or 17 cents 
above the same date last year. In favor 
of maintenance-of the present relatively 
high price are the two considerations of 
an unusually small surplus from. the 
world crop of 1924 and the deficiency 
in this year’s American Winter-sown 
harvest; against. it stands the high 
yield in the foreign producing countries 
which’ ran short last year. The two sets 
of counter-influences will fight it out on 
the wheat market of the next few. 
months, but at the moment the signs 





‘| of the markets indicate continued .main- 


tenance of a price well’ phowe last 
year’s. 

The somewhat violent fall in cotton 
prices since the middle of the week ex- 
pressed the market’s judgmént as to 
what might be the results of the sudden 
breaking of the prolonged drought in 
Texas, from which the most uncomfort- 
able @oubts had arisen as to this sea- 
son’s total crop realizing the hopes of 
a few months ago. Yesterday’s more 
or jess uncertain movements of the 
market raised the question whether the 
rain might not have come too late. 
This is always a difficult question to 
answer with the hardy cotton crop, 
which’ will often’ survive drought when 
the cotton trade has given up hope. All 
this will lend great interest to the Gov- 
ernment’s impending monthly estimate. 

On the Stock Exchange the pressure 
of realizing sales continued during most 
of the day; the market as a whole 
closed fractionally lower, and there 
were again some abrupt-and rather vio- 
lent declines in shares that have been 
subject. te particular professional ma- 
nipulation for the rise.

The 
summary of one of the commercial 
agencies, to the effect that further ex- 
pansion in some lines of trade has ap- 
peared ‘‘at a time of year when it is 
least to be expected,” and that a July 
with more activity than tradition would 
indicate. creates hopeful expectations 
even for thé midsummer month of 
August, perhaps gives the true’ picture 
of the business attitude.

LOWER QUAKE INSURANCE, 


Revised Rates Effective In New York 
State Aug. 15. 


The revised rates on earthquake in- 
surance voted recently by a Committee 
of Explosion Conference have been pro-
